Violence Flares On

(AP)— A 


striking teacher was knocked 
down by a street car and a 
television reporter was hit in 
the head with a rock as violence 
flared suddenly Wednesday aft- 
ernoon on the picket line in front 
of strife-shaken San Francisco 
State College. 


The disorder broke out when 


police moved in to open a path 
for nonstriking students through 
a mass of about 1,000 chanting, 
screaming pickets. 


Picketing 
had been sparse 


and quiet all morning in front 
of the college, troubled by a vio- 
lent strike since Nov. 6. 


As two dozen policemen start- 
ed opening up a corridor, the 
pickets retreated into busy 19th 
Avenue.

"The average age of 
students at San Francisco State 
is 25, and throughout the state 
college system, it is 24."

Reagan Faced With Critical 
Decision On Conservation

SACRAMENTO 
(AP)— The 


Reagan administration f^ces a 
critical conservation decision 
early this year: whether to sup- 
port the proposed $245 million 
federal, Dos Rtos Dam on the 
Eel River. 
The U. S. Army Corps of En- 
gineers has proposed the con- 
troversial Mendocmo County 
structure primarily for flood 
control, but the State Water 
Resources 
Department sup- 


ports the project as a source of 
additional water for the State 
Water Project. 


Officials in other state de- 
partments have raised some ob- 
jections, however, and the water 
committees of both houses of 
the legislature are taking a 
close look at the federal plans. 
The state parks and recreation 
director, William PennMottJr.

Refugees Brave

MIAMI, Fla. (AP)— A young 
Cuban refugee who braved killer 
dogs and machine-gun fire to 
reach the U. S. naval base at 
Guantanamo said 
Wednesday 


about 1,000 people had been 
killed in the past year trying to 
cross the fence to freedom. 
The 18-year-old youth was one 


of 87 refugees who dashed into 
the base Monday morning in 
what is believed the largest 
mass escape from the Castro 
regime. 
"It was horrible for the ones 


who didn't make it," said the 
youth, 
who 
wouldn't

his name to newsmen. "I saw the 
guards shoot three of the pris- 
oners at close range. They just 
tumbled over."

SACRAMENTO (AP)— The 
Reagan administration faces a 
critical conservation decision 
early this year: whether to sup­ 
port the proposed $245 million 
federal, Dos Rios Dam on the 
Eel River. 
The U. S. Army Corps of En­ 
gineers has proposed the con­ 
troversial Mendocino County 
structure primarily for flood 
control, but the State Water 
Resources Department sup­ 
ports the project as a source of 
additional water for the State 
Water Project. 
Officials in other state de­ 
partments have raised some ob­ 
jections, however, and the water 
committees of both houses of 
the legislature are taking a 
close look at the federal plans. 
The state parks and recreation 
director, William Penn Mott Jr. 
complained last year that con­ 
struction of the dam would flood 
the 
“beautiful and unique” 
Round Valley, destroying areas 
of archeological value. 
The outgoing fish and game 
director, Walter T. Shannon, 
argued that the Eel is an im­ 
portant salmon and steelhead 
fishery. And a State Conserva­ 
tion Department official said the 
dam and reservoir would com­ 
plicate fire prevention oper­ 


ations in the area. 
William R, Glanelli, state wa­ 
ter resources director, ack­ 
nowledged today that other state 
officials “have pointed out some 
problem areas, hut I don’t think 
any of them said they didn't 
support the project per se.’* 
Gtanelll said state approval 
is essential to congressional 
authorization of the big dam. 


Norman B. Livermore Jr., the 
state resources secretary, said 
the target for formulating a 
state policy had been early 
February. Today, however, he 
said “ it may be delayed,” tak­ 
ing at least 30 days after the 
Senate 
and Assembly water 
committees have completed re­ 
ports stemming from hearings 
conducted on Dos Rios last fall. 


Spokesman for each commit­ 
tee said they hoped to get re­ 
ports issued by the end of the 
month or early February. 
Sen. Gordon Cologne, R -Indio, 
chairman of the Senate Water 
Committee, said the dam issue 
is “highly volatile.” 
“I anticipate this will begone 
through with a fine tooth comb,” 
Cologne said. 


By cooperating in the Dos 
Rios venture, the State Water 
Resources Department would 
have access to about 900,000 
acre- feet of water to aug­ 
ment its State Water Project 
supplies. It would cost an esti­ 
mated $135 million to build the 
tunnels and canals necessary 
to get the water into the water 
project system.

Refugees Brave 
Machine Gun Fire 
To Seek Refuge 
MIAMI, Fla. (AP)— A young 
Cuban refugee who braved killer 
dogs and machine-gun fire to 
reach the U. S. naval base at 
Guantanamo said Wednesday 
about 1,000 people had been 
killed in the past year trying to 
cross the fence to freedom. 
The 18-year-old youth was one 
of 87 refugees who dashed into 
the base Monday morning in 
what is believed the largest 
mass escape from the Castro 
regime. 
“It was horrible for the ones 
who didn’t make it,” said the 
youth, 
who wouldn’t give 
his name to newsmen. “I saw the 
guards shoot three of the pris­ 
oners at close range. They Just 
tumbled over.” 


TO CALL UP 33,100 
WASHINGTON (AP)- The 
Pentagon called today for the 
drafting of 33,100 men in March 
for the Army and Marine Corps. 
Of the quota, the Army will 
get 31,600 and the Marines 
1,500. 
The call compares with 33,- 
700 announced for February 
and 26,800 for January. 


STOCKS FALL AGAIN 
NEW YORK (AP)- The stock 
market took its third straight 
daily loss today after erasing 
an early gain. 
The Dow Jones industrial av­ 
erage declined 4.47 to 921.25. 
Of 1,592 Issues traded, 940 
declined and 433 advanced.New 
highs for 1968-69 totaled 5 and 
new lows 42. 
GOLD PRICES SHOOT UP 
LONDON (AP)— The price of 
old shot up to near peak levels 
on European free markets to­ 
day. 
Speculators returned to the 
metal amid renewed concern 
about the international mone­ 
tary situation, caused in part 
by the U. S. interest rate rise 
and Middle-East tensions. 


TANKERS FIRED AT 
LOS ANGELES (AP)- Three 
gasoline tanker trucks were 
struck by bullets in the fourth 
day of the nationwide strike 
against major oil companies by 
the Oil, Chemical and Atomic 
Workers Union but no injuries 
were reported. 
The shootings occurred Wed­ 
nesday in the Long Beach area. 
Police said they were seeking 
a blue van truck from which 
witnesses said the shots were 
fired. 


BUD WILKINSON NAMED 
NEW YORK (AP)—President­ 
elect Nixon today named Bud 
W ilklnson, former Oaklahoma 
football coach who has been a 
television sports commentator, 
to be a special consultant to 
the president. 
Wilkinson said his first as­ 
signment will be to study the 
functions and usefulness of 
more than 1500boards and com­ 
missions in the federal govern­ 
ment. 
He said the commissions in­ 
volved have a variety of as­ 
signments, some of them cere­ 
monial. The study does not en­ 
compass government regula­ 
tory commissions. 


WEATHER CUTS WORK 
SACRAMENTO (AP)- 
Bad 
weather cut employment on Cal­ 
ifornia farms and ranches in 
December, the State Agricul­ 
ture Board was told today.

Yardstick Of Growth 


California's growth can be measured in many ways; popula- 


tion increase, industrial and commercial expansion, increased 
demand for government services, to mention a few. 


One of the best and most reassuring yardsticks is the growing 


investment by industry in new equipment and facilities to meet 
the needs not only of growth already achieved but that which is 
anticipated for the future. A good example is Pacific Gas & Elect- 
ric Company's estimate of a record breaking $340 million in 
1969. This largest single investment in the company's history, ac- 
cording to Chairman Robert H. Gerdes, will finance mainly the 
construction of four large electric generating projects, compres- 
sor facilities for importation of an added 300 million cubic feet of 
natural gas a day, and new, much needed additions to present 
administrative office space. 


The generating plants, Gerdes said, -will add between 1969 and 


1973 nearly 2,000,000 kilowatts to PG&E's system capacity to serve 
the rising requirements of the state's industry, agriculture and 
residential customers. The plants will use uranium, natural gas, 
fuel oil, geothermal steam, and water power to generate electri- 
city — a variety of power sources unique among the nation's 
utilities. 


This is a lot of additional power, but we Californians are going 


to be making a lot of additional demands for it, and for all the other 
goods and services that go to make life in this state the abundant 
thing it is. 


Longer Journeys Ahead 


On the very day of the Apollo 8's return from its long trip a- 


round the moon, there was news of an interview in Moscow with 
three Russians who had just emerged from a space ship after a 
much longer "journey." Their experience during a year of Isola- 
tion foreshadows things that lie ahead as men press forward with 
the exploration of space. 


The Apollo 8 was launched on a Saturday morning, and 


splashed down In the Pacific the folios-Ing Friday morning. In 
the interim it traveled some 240,000 miles to the moon, orbited 
it a numer of times, and returned a similar distance, a total jour- 
ney of something more than half a million miles. Once man heads 
for even the nearest of earth's sister planets, half a million miles 
will be but a small initial step on a long road. 


That is what the Russian experiment was all about. Three men— 


a physician, an engineer, a microbiologist — spent 12 months in 
a confined space, subsisting by virtue oflife-supportsystems that 
virtually sustained themselves. That is the way it would have to be 
en route to Mars or Venus, except that then "virtually" would 
not apply; the life-support systems would have to work, or else.

Dear Mrs. G.: T h e r e has 


been a tendency for people in 
the operating room to forget, 
or even lack awareness of the 
fact that patients undergoing 
anesthesia are 
highly tense 


and hear everything during the 
early stages of falling asleep. 
Fear of anesthesia is frequent- 
ly greater than the fear of the 
operation itself. The total loss 
of control is very terrifying to 
people of all ages, of all sizes 
and of all emotional strengths 


It is for this reason that th<? 


modern surgeon and anesthe- 
siologist consider preoperative 
support for the patient an im- 
portant part of the operative 
experience. Unless one under- 
stands the anxiety of a patient 
and helps to allay it, the doc- 
tor's job is not completely 
done. 


There is now undoubted evi- 


dence that patients hear and 
remember speech and voices 
even during deep levels of an- 
esthesia. It is for this reason 
that absolute quiet is now de- 
manded of all personnel in the 
operating room, to be sure 
that no distressing thoughts 
are introduced to the patient.

U.S. Minimum 


California's minimum wage 


for farm workers is 35 cents 
per hour higher than what the 
national minimum will be ef» 
fective on Feb. 1, according 
to the Council of California 
Growers. 


California's minimum, set by 


order of the Industrial Welfare 
Commission, and recently vali. 
dated by court action, is $1.65 
per hour. The national minimum 
of $1.15 per hour for farm 
workers goes up to $1.30 per 
hour on Feb. 1. 


Although the IWC minimum of 


$1.65 
originally applied only 


to women employed in Cali- 
fornia agriculture, recent inter, 
pretations of the federal Civil 
Rights Act have the effect of 
making the order apply equally 
to men. In fact, the farm labor 
service of the California De- 
partment of Employment has 
notified growers that it no long, 
er will fill job orders for adult 
male workers where the pay 
offered is less than $1.65 per 
hour 


"Even without the legal inter, 


pretations, the practical effect 
of the IWC order is the same 
because male workers would 
refuse to work for less than 
females," a Council spokesman 
said. 


"The 
new $1,65 per hour 


minimum will have little or no 
effect on piece-rate workers in 
California agriculture, because 
the great majority of them aJU 
ready have been earning well 
in excess of that amount per 
hour," the Council spokesman 
explained. "However, it could 
result in less hiring of the elder, 
and 
physically 
handicapped 


workers who, in the past, far. 
mers could afford to hire on 
an hourly basis despite their 
lower production." 


Issuance of the $1.65 mini- 


mum also has had the effect 
of prompting some growers to 
urge enactment of a national 
minimum wage for all 
farm 


•workers at least equal to that 
in California.

MAYOR LINDSAY AND THE 


JEWISH COMMUNITY 


I do not need to be reminded 


of the shortcomings of Mayor 
Lindsay, a little birdie having 
told me about them years ago. 
Still, even granting that New 
York City is worse off by far 
than it was when Mr. Lindsay 
took over; even granting that 
it has got worse to a consider- 
able extent because Mr. Lin- 
dsay failed to do the right 
things, or failed to give his 
support to such measures as are 
needed, one must protest the 
extravagance 
of some of his 


critics. 


I have in mind an able and 


literate 
rabbi-attorney, 
Dr. 


Meier Kahane, who writes re. 
gularly for the Jewish Press, 
an Anglo-Jewish weekly with 
general circulation, who is by 
now prepared to hand over to 
Mr. Lindsay the singlehanded 
responsibility for the decline of 
New York City, which is to 
give Lindsay by far more credit 
than he is due. 


NEW YORK is tensing up for 
a mayoralty election, probably 
the most widely noticed election 
in the country. The Jewish coni- 
cal in any municipal election, 
because Jewish New Yorkers 
are a) numerous (two million); 
b) politically energetic (they 
vote in far greater number than 
any other racial or religious 
group); c) influential (they are 
heavily represented 
in the 


press, in TV, in the colleges) 
and d) generous (they contribute 
substantially to political cam- 
paigns.) 


Dr. Kahane, whose rage at 


Lindsay's mishandling of af- 
fairs is unconfined, appears to 
be attempting to put a racist 
construction on Lindsay's fail- 
ures — or, more accurately, 
appears to be saying not so 
much that Lindsay's failures 
are the result of a latent anti- 
Semitism (that would be pre- 
posterous) as that anti-Semiti. 
sm is the result of Lindsay's 
failures. Listen . . . 


"The 
Mayor's 
incredible 


performance at his meeting with 
Jewish leaders when he turn. 
(ed) the school dispute into a 
Jewish-Black confrontation was 
so outrageous that one can say 
clearly and without fear that 
Lindsay is playing with the dan. 
gerous fire of anti-Semitism. 
He has lost any shred of re- 
spect and any right to continue 
as mayor of a city that has 
over two million Jews." 


Now surely Jews and non- 


Jews, whatever they think of 
John Lindsay, will deplore this 
king of thing. It is true that 
some of the black militants have 
engaged in anti-Semitism, but 
presisely their bag is to single 
out the tenderest relationship 
of the people they are attack* 
ing, on which to heap blame 
and ridicule. Thus the Black 
Muslims dismiss Chrisitanity 
as an extended cover for black 
exploitation. Thus the Militants 
burn American flags, in order 
to outrage the patriots. Thus the 
militants at Chicago will taunt 
policeman, a perfect stranger, 
by graphic descriptions of his 
wife's infidelities. 


"A white Jewish principal," 


Dr. Kahane notes in a collec- 
tion of atrocities recently com. 
mitted in New York, "was for. 
ced out of the school he had 
headed for ten years when the 
animals in his neighborhood 
sent him a letter, whose major 
charm lay in the sentence that 
read 'Do you know what it feels 
like to have your daughter 
raped?'"Now that letter is a 
bloody outrage, but not because 
the principal is Jewish or be- 
cause he is white. The black 
(and white) irresponsibles will 
seize on anything that is sacred 
to smash or burlesque one's 
religion, one's children, one's 
race, one's background, one's 
physical appearance, one's pol- 
itical affiliation. 


What is happening in New 


York City, no question about 
it, is the return of bread cast 
thoughtlessly on the waters over 
a period of time, and Lindsay 
has as enthusiastically as any- 
body sided with the fanatic in- 
terpreters of the Bill of Rights, 
so much so as to help to im. 
mobilize those who believe that 
above all it is the responsibil- 
ity of government to maintain 
law and order and protect its 
citizens. The toleration of black 
racism in Ocean-Hill Browns. 
ville is only a few steps away 
from the toleration of the rauc- 
ous racism of Adam Clayton 
Powell Jr., whom I begged Mr. 
Lindsay to criticize during the 
campaign in 1965, to no avail. 


But Lindsay cannot properly 


be blamed for having done any. 
thing offensive to Jews as Jews. 
What he has done is offensive 
,to them as human beings, and 
It Is wrong to add to the worries 
of the most harassed man in 
American politics by charging 
him with indifference to the 
rise of anti«Semitism.

WASHINGTON — An Eskimo 
named 
Charlie 
Edwardsen, 


wearing a shirt out, no jacket, 
has been calling on Senators 
about 
the new Secretary of 


the Interior, Walter J. Hickel, 
now governor of Alaska. Ed- 
wardsen wears a shirt because 
he finds it hot in Washington 
offices, and of course the 30- 
degree weather here is a lot 
warmer 
than the 
50-below 


weather at Point Barrow where 
he lives. 


Point Barrow is the Alaskan 


town nearest to the North Pole. 
"It was named for Sir James 
Barrow of Lancaster, England, 
who financed an expedition to 
Alaska in 1828," Charlie ex- 
plains. "Actually I live at Utk- 
avik, a fishing village near 
Barrow." 
Charlie Edwardsen is inWash- 
ington to protect Eskimo land 
from the encroachment of oil 
companies and to challenge the 
confirmation of Wally Hickel 
as Secretary of the Interior. 


Edwardsen 
doesn't 
think 


Hickel, an oil and gas man him- 
self, will be impartial regard- 
ing Eskimo land. Already Hick- 
el has announced that he would 
remove the freeze which Secre- 
tary of the Interior Stewart 
Udall has put on the distribu- 
tion 
of land until Congress 


can act. Hickel indicated in 
Seattle last month that he would 
unfreeze government land right 
away without waiting for Con- 
gress. 
"The north slope of Alaska 
is 58 million acres — about 
the size of Pennsylvania," ex- 
plained Edwardsen. "It con- 
tains some of the richest oil 
lands in the world. Gov. Hick- 
el has estimated the present oil 
strike at five to ten billion 
barrels, but other estimates of 
the surrounding area go up to 
40 billion barrels. 


"The Eskimo has been hunting 


Arizona Rep. Morris K. Udall's bid for the speakership will 


be aboveboard and out in the open. A new angle like that might just 
work, too. 
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and fishing on tnis land for hun- 
dreds of years," continued Ed- 
wardsen. "Then the white man 
comes along and -want:? to take It 
because of oil. All the white 
man thinks about is oil. It was 
the Eskimo who showed the 
white man oil seeps in 1923, 
and after that the Navy set a- 
side an oil reserve. 


POLAR BEAR PARADISE 
"The state of Alaska has 103 


million acres given it by the 
federal 
government 
under 


statehood. And the state select- 
ed a block of land at Point Lay, 
down here," Edwardsen point- 
ed to the map. "It's the best 
polar bear hunting in the world 
and also has ixcellent coal 
deposits — about 80 billion 
tons of coal in about 200,000 
acres along the coast." 


Polar bears, Charlie said, are 


getting scarcer in Alaska. 


"You 
hunt them by airplane," 


he expla.ned. "So you can't lose. 
You fly around until you see a 
bear. If you're a bad shot, your 
guide will shoot it for you. It 
costs you about ^2,500 per bear. 
The Alaskan big game guides 
make about $30,000 to $40,000 
a year through this kind of hunt- 
ing. 
"Let Hickel have his oil," said 


Edwardsen, "but we want to 
collect a royalty on it when it's 
taken from our hunting lands. 
They'll take oil the way they took 
gold and there'll be nothing 
left.' The white man makes a 
killing, and then he leaves. In 
Nome, there were 45,000 inha- 
bitants in 1910. Now there are 
2,500. It's one of the worst 
slums in the Arctic. 


"There is only one white man 


on the entire north slope," ex- 
plained Charlie. "He has a 
liquor store at Mead River, 
where he makes money selling 
whiskey to the Eskimos. 


"Twenty years ago the Bureau 


of Indian Affairs sent a real 
estate man up here to tell the 
natives that they should file for 
mineral rights. But the Bureau 
didn't supply the man with any 
money for travel so he couldn't 
get around to tell the natives of 
their rights. As a result, out of 
the total 50 million acres on 
the north slope, the Eskimos

have staked out only a few hund- 
red acres. Yet we hunted here 
before Lell Ericson knew how to 
row. 
"When one Eskimo lady, Lucy 


Ahvakana, went up to her sum- 
mer fishing camp on the north 
slope last summer, she found 
that Sinclair Oil had taken over 
her shack and was using her 
home for storage. Sinclair had 
built an air strip nearby, which 
of course will scare away all 
the game. 


"How 
long must we sit by 


while creeping wolves sneak 
away our territory?" Charlie 
asked. "We have fought for 
Americans in foreign wars. It 
was an "" ~kimo who first raised 
the flag on Iwo Jima. We be- 
lieve the land should remain 
frozen under Udall's executive 
order until the Congress has a 
chance to act." 


DOESN'T TRUST HICKEL 


Edwardsen does not trust the 


judgment of Udall's successor, 
Wally Hickel, when it comes to 
dividing up the land. He ticked 
off some of Hickel's associa- 
tions with the oil people in Ala- 
ska, the fact that Hickel himseJ" 
had until recently been chair- 
man of the Anchorage Natural 
Gas Company, which is part 
of 
the 
Alaskan Institute of 


Houston, which in turn con- 
trols 
the Alaskan 
Pipeline 


Company. 


In order to protect Alaskan na- 
tives in the far north, Edward- 
sen has organized the "Arctic 
Slope 
Native Organization," 


which cooperates with the Alas- 
kan Federation of Natives, a 
group of about 60,000 Eskimos, 
Indians and Aleuts. They com- 
prise about one-fifth of the 
population of Alaska. 


We asked Charlie what kind 
of a reception he was getting 
from Senators regarding his 
attempt to defeat Hickel's con- 
firmation as Secretary of the 
Interior. 


"At Sen. McGovern's office 


they told us-. 'We're notgoingto 
oppose him unless we can de- 
feat him. We have a reclama- 
tion project in South Dakota we 
must put through the Interior 
Department.' "

On the very day of the Apollo 8*s return from Its long trip a - 
round the moon, there was news of an Interview In Moscow with 
three Russians who had just em erged from a space ship after a 
much longer “ Journey.” T heir experience during a year of iso la­ 
tion foreshadows things that lie ahead as men press forward with 
the exploration of space. 


The Apollo 8 was launched on a Saturday morning, and 
splashed down In the Pacific the following Friday morning. In 
the Interim it traveled som e 240,000 m iles to the moon, orbited 
it a numer of tim es, and returned a sim ilar distance, a total jo u r­ 
ney of something more than half a million m iles. Once man heads 
for even the nearest of e a rth ’s sister planets, half a million m iles 
will be but a sm all Initial step on a long road. 


That is what the Russian experiment was all about. Three m en— 
a physician, an engineer, a microbiologist — spent 12 months in 
a confined space, subsisting by virtue of life-support system s that 
virtually sustained them selves. That is the way it would have to be 
en route to M ars or Venus, except that then “ virtually” would 
not apply; the life-support system s would have to work, or else.

early stages of falling asleep. 
Fear of anesthesia is frequent­ 
ly greater than the fear of the 
operation itself. The total loss 
of control is very terrifying to 
people of all ages, of all sizes 
and of all em otional strengths 
It is for this reason that the 
modern surgeon and anesthe­ 
siologist consider preoperative 
support for the patient an im­ 
portant part of the operative 
experience. Unless one under­ 
stands the anxiety of a patient 
and helps to allay it. the doc­ 
tor’s job 
is not 
completely 
done. 
There is now undoubted evi­ 
dence th at patients hear and 
remember speech and voices 
even during deep levels of an ­ 
esthesia. It is for this reason 
that absolute quiet is now de­ 
manded of all personnel in the 
operating room, to be sure 
that no distressing thoughts 
are introduced to the patient

California’s minimum wage 
for farm w orkers is 35 cents 
per hour higher than what the 
national minimum will be ef­ 
fective on Feb. 1, according 
to the Council of California 
Growers. 
California’s minimum, set by 
order of the Industrial W elfare 
Commission, and recently vali­ 
dated by court action, is $1.65 
per hour. The national minimum 
of $1.15 per hour for farm 
w orkers goes up to $1.30 per 
hour on Feb. 1.

Although the IWC minimum of 
$1.65 originally applied only 
to women employed in Cali­ 
fornia agriculture, recent inter­ 
pretations of the federal Civil 
Rights Act have the effect of 
making the order apply equally 
to men. In fact, the farm labor 
service of the California De­ 
partm ent of Employment has 
notified gl owers that it no long­ 
er will fill job orders for adult 
male w orkers where the pay 
offered is less than $1.65 per 
hour 
“ Even without the legal inter­ 
pretations, the practical effect 
of the IWC order is the same 
because 
male workers would 
refuse to work for less than 
fem ales,” a Council spokesman 
said. 
“ The new $1,65 per hour 
minimum will have little or no 
effect on piece-rate w orkers in 
California agriculture, because 
the great majority of them al­ 
ready have been earning well 
in excess of that amount per 
hour,” the Council spokesman 
explained. “ However, it could 
result in less hiring of the elder- 
and 
physically 
handicapped 
w orkers who, in the past, far­ 
m ers could afford to hire on 
an hourly basis despite their 
lower production.** 
Issuance of the $1.65 mini­ 
mum also has had the effect 
of prompting some growers to 
urge enactment of a national 


minimum wage for all 
farm 
workers at least equal to iba» 
in California. 


MAYOR 
LINDSAY AND THE 
JEWISH COMMUNITY 
I do not need to be rem inded 
of the shortcom ings of Mayor 
Lindsay, a little birdie having 
told me about them y ears ago. 
Still, even granting that New 
York City is w orse off by far 
than it was when M r. Lindsay 
took over; even granting that 
it has got w orse to a consider­ 
able extent because M r. Lin­ 
dsay failed to do the 
right 
things, or failed to give his 
support to such m easures as are 
needed, one must p ro test tlie 
extravagance of some of his 
c ritic s. 
I have in mind an able and 
literate 
rabbi-attorney, 
Dr. 
M eier Kahane, who w rites re­ 
gularly for the Jewish P re ss, 
an Anglo-Jewish weekly with 
general circulation, who is by 
now prepared to hand over to 
M r. Lindsay the singlehanded 
responsibility for the decline of 
New York City, which is to 
give Lindsay by far m ore credit 
than he is due. 
NEW YORK is tensing up for 
a mayoralty election, probably 
the most widely noticed election 
in the country. The Jewish corn­ 
eal in any municipal election, 
because Jewish New Y orkers 
a re a) numerous (two million); 
b) politically energetic (they 
vote in far greater number than 
any other racial or religious 
group); c) influential (they are 
heavily represented 
in the 
p re ss, in TV, in the colleges) 
and d) generous (they contribute 
substantially to political cam ­ 
paigns.) 
Dr. Kahane, whose rage at 
Lindsay's mishandling of af­ 
fa irs is unconfined, appears to 
be attem pting to put a rac ist 
construction on Lindsay’s fail­ 
u res — or, more accurately, 
appears to be saying not so 
much that Lindsay’s failures 
a re the result of a latent anti- 
Sem itism (that would be pre­ 
posterous) as that anti-Semiti­ 
sm is the result of Lindsay’s 
failu re s. Listen . . . 
“ The Mayor’s 
incredible 
perform ance at his meeting with 
Jew ish leaders when he turiw 
(ed) the school dispute into a 
Jewish-Black confrontation was 
so outrageous that one can say 
clearly and without fear that 
Lindsay is playing with the dan­ 
gerous fire of anti-Semitism. 
He has lost any shred of re ­ 
spect and any right to continue 
as mayor of a city that has 
over two million Jew s.” 
Now 
surely Jews and non- 


Jew s, whatever they think of 
John Lindsay, will deplore this 
king of thing. It is tru e that 
some of the black m ilitants have 
engaged in anti-Semitism, but 


p resisely their bag is to single 
out the tenderest relationship 
of the people they a re attack­ 
ing, on which to heap blame 
and ridicule. Thus the Black 
M uslims dism iss Chrisitanity 
as an extended cover for black 
exploitation. Thus the Militants 
burn Am erican flags, in order 
to outrage the patriots. Thus the 
m ilitants at Chicago wiU taunt 
policem an, a perfect stranger, 
by graphic descriptions of his 
wife’s infidelities. 


“ A white Jewish principal,” 
D r. Kahane notes in a collec­ 
tion of atrocities recently com­ 
m itted in New York, “ was for­ 
ced out of the school he had 
headed for ten years when the 
anim als in his neighborhood 
sent him a letter, whose major 
charm lay in the sentence that 
read *Do you know what it feels 
like 
to 
have your daughter 
raped?*” Now that letter is a 
bloody outrage, but not because 
the principal is Jew ish or be­ 
cause he is white. The black 
(and white) irresponsibles will 
seize on anything that is sacred 
to sm ash or burlesque one’s 
religion, one’s children, one's 
race, one’s background, one’s 
physical appearance, one’s pol­ 
itical affiliation. 


What is happening in New 
York City, no question about 
it, is the return of bread cast 
thoughtlessly on the w aters over 
a period of tim e, and Lindsay 
has as enthusiastically as any­ 
body sided with the fanatic in­ 
te rp re te rs of the Bill of Rights, 
so much so as to help to im­ 
m obilize those who believe that 
above all it is the responsibil­ 
ity of government to maintain 
law and order and protect its 
citizens. The toleration of black 
racism in Ocean-Hill Browns­ 
ville is only a few steps away 
from the toleration of the rauc­ 
ous racism of Adam Clayton 
Powell J r ., whom I begged Mr. 
Lindsay to criticize during the 
cam paign in 1965, to no avail. 
But Lindsay cannot properly 
be blam ed for having done any­ 
thing offensive to Jews as Jews. 
What he has done is offensive 
.to them as human beings, and 
it is wrong to add to the w orries 
of the m ost h arassed man in 
A m erican politics by charging 
him with indifference to the 
rise of anti-Sem itism .

WASHINGTON — An Eskimo 
named 
C harlie 
Edwardsen, 
wearing a shirt out, no Jacket, 
has been calling on Senators 
about 
the new 
Secretary of 
the Interior, W alter J. Hlckel, 
now governor of Alaska. Ed­ 
w ardsen w ears a shirt because 
he finds it hot in Washington 
offices, and of course the 30- 
degree weather here is a lot 
w arm er 
than the 
50-below 
w eather at Point Barrow where 
he lives. 
Point Barrow is the Alaskan 
town nearest to the North Pole. 
“ It was named for Sir Jam es 
B arrow of L ancaster, England, 
who financed an expedition to 
A laska in 1828,” Charlie ex ­ 
plains. “ Actually I live at Utk- 
avlk, a fishing village near 
B arrow .” 
C harlie Edwardsen is inW ash- 
ington to protect Eskimo land 
from the encroachm ent of oil 
com panies and to challenge the 
confirm ation of Wally Hickel 
as S ecretary of the Interior. 
Edwardsen 
doesn’t 
think 
Hickel, an oil and gas man him ­ 
self, will be im partial re g a rd ­ 
ing Eskim o land. Already H ick­ 
el has announced that he would 
rem ove the freeze which S ecre­ 
ta ry of the Interior Stewart 
Udall has put on the d istrib u ­ 
tion 
of land until Congress 
can act. Hickel indicated in 
S eattle last month that he would 
unfreeze government land right 
away without waiting for Con­ 
g re ss. 
“ The north slope of Alaska 
is 58 million acres — about 
the size of Pennsylvania,” ex ­ 
plained Edwardsen. “ It con­ 
tains some of the richest oil 
lands in the world. Gov. H ick­ 
el has estim ated the present oil 
strik e at five to ten billion 
b a rre ls , but other estim ates of 
the surrounding area go up to 
40 billion b a rre ls. 
“ The Eskim o has been hunting 


and fishing on tnis land for hun­ 
dreds of years,” continued Ed­ 
wardsen. “ Then the white man 
comes along and want» to take it 
because of oil. All the white 
man thinks about is oil. It was 
the 
Eskimo 
who showed the 
white man oil seeps in 1923, 
end after that the Navy set a- 
side an oil reserve. 


POLAR BEAR PARADISE 
"T he state of Alaska has 103 
million acres given it by the 
federal 
government 
under 
statehood. And the state se le c t­ 
ed a block of land at Point Lay, 
down h ere ,” Edwardsen point­ 
ed to the map. “ It’s the best 
polar bear hunting in the world 
and also has i xcellent coal 
deposits 
— about 80 billion 
tons of coal in about 200,000 
acres along the coast.” 
Polar bears, C harlie said, are 
getting sc a rc e r in Alaska. 
“ You hunt them by airplane,” 
he expla.ned. “ So you can’t lose. 
You fly around until you see a 
bear. If you’re a bad shot, your 
guide will shoot it for you. It 
costs you about v2,500per bear. 
The Alaskan big game guides 
make about $30,000 to $40,000 
a year through this kind of hunt­ 
ing. 
“ Let Hickel have his o il,” said 
Edw ardsen, “ but we want to 
collect a royalty on it when it’s 
taken from our hunting lands. 
They’ll take oil the way they took 
gold and th e re’ll be nothing 
left. The white man makes a 
killing, and then he leaves. In 
Nome, there w ere 45,000 inha­ 
bitants in 1910. Now there are 
2,500. It’s one of the w orst 
slum s in the A rctic. 
“ T here is only one white man 
on the entire north slope,” ex­ 
plained C harlie. “ He has a 
liquor sto re at Mead R iver, 
w here he makes money selling 
whiskey to the Eskim os. 
“ Twenty years ago the Bureau 
of Indian Affairs sent a real 
estate man up here to tell the 
natives that they should file for 
m ineral rights. But the Bureau 
didn’t supply the man with any 
money for travel so he couldn’t 
get around to tell the natives of 
their rights. As a result, out of 
the total 50 million acres on 
the north slope, the Eskim os

have staked out only a few hund­ 
red acres. Yet we hunted here 
before Leif Erlcsonknew howto 
row. 
“ When one Eskim o lady, Lucy 
Ahvakana, went up to her sum ­ 
m er fishing camp on the north 
slope last sum m er, she found 
that Sinclair Oil had taken over 
her shack and was using her 
home for storage. Sinclair had 
built an air strip nearby, which 
of course will sc are away all 
the game. 


“ How long must we sit by 
while creeping wolves sneak 
away our te rrito ry ? ” C harlie 
asked. “ We 
have 
fought for 
A m ericans in foreign w ars. It 
was an *~ klmo who first raised 
the flag on Iwo Jlm a. We b e­ 
lieve the land should rem ain 
frozen under Udall’s executive 
order until the C ongress has a 
chance to ac t.” 


DOESN’T TRUST HICKEL 
Edwardsen does not tru st the 
judgment of Udall’s successor, 
W ally Hickel, when it com es to 
dividing up the land. He ticked 
off some of Hickel’s asso cia­ 
tions with the oil people in A la­ 
ska, the fact that Hickel himseU 
had until recently been ch a ir­ 
man of the Anchorage N atural 
G as Company, which is part 
of 
the 
Alaskan 
Institute of 
Houston, which in turn con­ 
tro ls 
the Alaskan 
Pipeline 
Company. 
In order to protect Alaskan n a­ 
tives In the far north, Edw ard­ 
sen has organized the “ A rctic 
Slope 
Native 
O rganization,” 
which cooperates with the A las­ 
kan Federation oi N atives, a 
group of about 60,000 Eskim os, 
Indians and A leuts. They com ­ 
p rise about one-fifth of the 
population of Alaska. 


We asked C harlie what kind 
of a reception he was getting 
from Senators 
regarding his 
attem pt to defeat Hickel’s con­ 
firm ation as S ecretary of the 
Interior. 
“ At Sen. M cGovern’s office 
they told us: ‘W e’re not going to 
oppose him unless we can d e­ 
feat him. We have a reclam a­ 
tion project in South Dakota we 
m ust put through the Interior 
D epartm ent.’ ”

NEW YORK (AP)— Some acti-

On Dec. 18 the Fed, which is 


this 
nation's 
central bank, 


raised to 5-1/2 per cent from 
5-1/4 
per cent the interest 


charges on money it makes a- 
vallable to its member banks. 
This lending — this credit —is 
really the source of the money 
all of us use in this country. 
And, in raising the price of 
credit, the Fed's intention is to 
price a lot of potential borrow- 
ers out of the market. 


Its action, however, was taken 


against banks and not individu- 
als. The average person, having 
no direct contact with the Fed, 
couldn't have been less con- 
cerned. Let the banks worry a- 
bout the problem. 


The banks did worry. The cost 


of money is to a bank what the 
price of fabrics is to a clothing 
manufacturer, or steel to an au- 
tomaker, or prescription ingre- 
dients to a pharmacist. They 
would have to either raise pri- 
ces or absorb the increases. 
The banks became especially 


worried by another Fed attitude 
that made it more difficult to 
obtain money for later resale 
regardless of the price they 
were willing to pay. It declined 
to permit the banks to raise the 
rates they could pay in order to 
attract certain large corporate 


deposits. 
Some banks, therefore, espe- 
cially the big ones in New York, 
found themselves not only pay- 
ing more for the money they 
borrowed from the Fed but cut 
off from a very large source of 
private and corporate funds. 


Financial analysts realized it 
was simply a matter of time be- 
fore one of the big banks could 
stand the strain no longer and 
would raise the price of the 
product, which is loans. The 
First National City Bank made 
the move, raising from 6-3/4 
per cent to 7 per cent the loan 
rate to its best customers. 
This is the point at which the 
ordinary individual should show 
some 
concern. If banks are 


going to charge their best, thPir 
wealthiest corporate custom- 
ers, 
higher prices for loans 


what are they going to charge the 
little guy''More. 


The longer 
the new record 


high prime rate remains in ex- 
istence the more certain it is 
that mortgages and car loans 
and personal borrowing costs 
will rise also. It could be only a 
matter of two or three weeks. 
There is some feeling, howev- 
er, that the rate increases may 
be near a peak and that, in fact, 
the prime rate could begin to 
move down again by spring. If 
this becomes the case, the or- 
dinary small borrower could 
escape without too much added 
cost. But the prospect isn't 
worth gambling on.

Ground War Lull In 
Vietnam Continuing 


By GEORGE MCARTHUR 


SAIGON (AP) - U.S. casual- 
ties in Vietnam last we~k were 
the lowest in 11 weeks, reflect- 
ing the continuing lull in the 
ground war. South Vietnamese 
and enemy1 casualties also were 
considerably less than the week 
before. 


The U.S. Command announced 
today that 101 Americans were 
killed in action last week and 
599 were wounded, the lowest 
American casualties since the 
week of Oct. 13-19, when 100 
were killed and 589 were wound- 
ed. 
South Vietnamese headquart- 
ers reported 150 government 
troops killed and 602 wounded 
a sizable decrease from the 
279 killed and 901 wounded the 
previous week. The two com- 
mands reported at least 1,846 
Viet Cong and North Vietnamese 
killed, compared with 2,135 the 
week before. 


The report tor the last week of 
1968 brought the total American 
combat casualties since Jan. 1, 
1961, to 30,644 killed, 192,926 
wounded and 1,238 missing or
